Tbe Board of Tax Assessors will bo¬ 
gie the work of assess meat for tbe tax 
levy of the current fiscal year on Mon¬ 
day, May 31. The work will be carried 
on uoder the new law, sod taxpayers. 
It Is claimed, will soon realize that fully 
assessed valuations meon lower taxes. 
Property that has been assessed on 30 
or 30 per cent, lc some places of Its real 
valuation will pay more, simply because 
It will be compelled to pay In just pro¬ 
portion to other property. As the great 
bulk of property Is assessed at an aver¬ 
age of more tban 50 per cent, tbe owner 
of tbe property assessed at the nominal 
rate will get no more tban strict justloe 
and cannot have tbe faoe to offer ob¬ 
jection. 

In the average community tbe tax bill 
of a property owner is about tbe eame 
on a given property year after year, 
belDg Increased or diminished according 
as tbe value of tbe property varies. If 
an average assessed valuation of 50 per 
cent. Is Increased to 100 per cent., wltb 
tbe same budget demands proportioned 
to tbe normal annual Increase of prop¬ 
erty, tbe tax rate muet necessarily be 
reduced to about one-balf. 

In most cases, however, tbe tax rats 
would be more tban one-balf for various 
reasons. There would be temptation 
for enlarged expenditures. Tbe taxing 
district would avoid loans and raise 
money for special purposes by putting 
tbe amounts In tbe annual tax levies. 
There would be Inclination for extrava¬ 
gance. But tbe maximum tax rate law 
la a guard against excessive expenditure. 

But tbe great benefit of full assessed 
valuations must be felt In a largely In¬ 
creased assessment of personalty aa 
well as In bringing under assessment 
tbe real estate values that are now 
taxed far below the average assessment. 

A reduction of tbe tax rate to below $3 
on the hundred of valuation would brlag 
out of oonoealment many millions of 
personal property lc tbe State. 

A reduction to $1.50 on the hundred 
of valuation would add at least $100,- 
000,000 to tbe assessed personalty. It 
would make a difference of millions in 
this county. And this addition to tbe 
ratables would, In turn, have its effect 
In still further reducing tbe tax rate or 
affording a larger Increase for municipal 
government. 

Tbe new tax laws contain a partial 
solution of tbe long vexed problem of 
personal taxation. Under tbe old law 
tax assessment was a go-as-you-please 
arrangement, regardless alike of Con¬ 
stitution or statute law. Tbe machinery 
now provided makes assessment syste¬ 
matic, and more efficient work by tbe 
assessors, under tbe spur of tbe State 
and county boards of equalization, will 
contribute, together wltb tbe natural 
effector a greatly reduced tax rate, to , 
bring out large amounts of personal 
property never before assessed.
